SPARE THE SPARROW THIS ‘ 
INJUSTICE. 

We arrogate to ourselves no prophetic 
powers, but nevertheless we foresee with 
apprehension and misgivings the approach 
of a furious and acrimonious discussion 
of the theory, credited to a body of intel- 
lectuals vaguely described as “ Harvard 
scientists,” that turkeys and various game 
birds, such as quail and partridge, are be- 
ing carried untimely to the great beyond 
by the ravages of appendicitis. 

Naturally we feel resentment against 
any agency which tries to beat out the 
chestnut and sage dressing as a fitting 
end for the first named of these noble 
birds, but with the main theory we have 
no concern. We will drop a tear, but we 
refuse to become a party to an argument 
over appendicitis Im any form. The only 
interest we take in the matter is aroused 
by contemplation of the sad fate of the 
English sparrow, which is accused of re- 
sponsibility for the spread of the organ- 
ism causing appendicitis and the untime- 
ly end of turkeys. In this connection we 
may express the hope that the intellectu- 
als comprising the scientific world will 
proceed cautiously before condemning this 
bird, which already has so many sins on 
its pert and rowdy shoulders. We have 
not been able to determine from the first 
and h@ty publications regarding turkey 
appendicitis whether the sparrow is ac- 
cused of spreading the disease maliciously 
or unintentionally. We venture merely to 
express the hope that no gross injustice 
will be done. Admittedly the sparrow is 
the low brow of birddom, and he makes 
no pretense of virtue, but be should not 
be sentenced unheard even by the foes of 
appendicitis.

With its huge plate glass window, looking 
out across the lake on to Mont ane, and rising trom 
the mantelpiece to the lofty ceiling without a. break, 
is magnificent, especially on a bright moonlight night. 

Another feature of the chateau is the oratory of the 
now widowed Princess Clothilde, a circular apartment 
with a domed ceiling, beautifully painted to represent 


the sky, from which tiny electric lights glimmer. in | 
| the form of stars. After the downfall of the empire 


in 1870, Princess Clothilde rarely visited Prangins, 
separating, indeed, from her wonderfully clever but 
singularly immoral husband, who made Prangins his 
headquarters, while she. took up her residence near 
Turin in her chatead of Moncalieri, where she has 
| lived ever since the life of a Sister of Mercy, having 
transformed the old castle into an orphan asylum for 
the entire surrounding district. — 

It was at Prangins, as long as the late Prince 
Jerome remained alive,|that the principal councils of 
the Bonapartist party were held, and where he was 
visited by all sorts of distinguished persons and nota- 
ble politicians. It was there also that he took the 
measure of Gen. Boulanger when the latter came to 
call upon him with the object of tendering’ his services 
to the Bonapartists, with regard to whom he wished to 
fill the role that Gen. Monk acted in the case of 
Charles II. of England.

Prince Jerome Napoleon shocked his Swiss neigh- 
bors by the unblushing way in which he installed his 
fair friends, Mme. Delesert, Mme. de Canisy, and 
others in villas on the estate—a proceeding which, of 
course, accounted for the absence of his wife, Prin- 
cess Clothilde, in whose arms he eventually died at 
Rome. In his declining years, however, he got rid 
of these various women, and all that remained at 
Prangins to recall their memory were #he villas which 
he had built for them, and also a marvelous center- 
piece in the form of a species of tazza, supported 
by eight exquisite feminine statuettes, in which 
draperies wert conspicuous by their absence, and the 
heads of which were of ivory, carved to represent the 
features of the ladies above mentioned, and of other 
fair friends of the prince. It would be interesting to 
learn what has become of this lovely and unique 
work of art, to which the ordinary designation of an 
“article de virtu“ would ecarcely apply. 

When Prince Napoleon died he bequeathed Prangins 
with its 2,000 acres of land, its chateau, its dependen- 
cles, its villas, its beautiful boat houses, its elaborate 
stone harbor, its steam yachts and boats of every 
description, and its well nigh priceless treasurés of 
art and historic relics, not to his eldest n, Victog 
with whom he had quarreled and whom he had dis- 
inherited, but to his younger son, Louis. 

The latter kept the place intact for a time, and 
then distributed the contents of the chAteau to his 
brother, who makes his home in Brussels; his mother, 
the widowed Princess Clothilde; and his sister, Prin- 
cess Letitia, widow of the duke of Aosta. The syndi- 
cate which now has purchased Prangins purposes to 
transform it into a high class hotel and hydropathic 
establishment, and for purposes such as these it is 
extremely well adapted, thbugh some will regret that 
a property possessed of so many historic associations 
should fall to the level of a mere caravanseral.

Ancestral castles of the old nobility of Burope are 
far from having yielded up to the students of his- 
tory, science, and art all their hidden treasures. The 
libraries, the munineent rooms, the vaults, and the 


garrets of many of them remain virtually unexplored 


to this day—perfect mines of information with re- 
gard to the past. Not long ago I related in these let- 
ters how the librarian of the prince of Waldburg had 
discovered in the Übrary of the prince’s chfitteau of 
Wolfegg. the Carta Marina of America, dated 1516, in 
which the name of the explorer, Americus (Vespucci) 
was used for the first time to designate this great 
continent, and also the Waldseemuller map, dated 
1607, delineating with amazing accuracy the great 
lakes that constitute- the sources of the Nile, which 
according to all modern geographies, encyclopedias, 
and other standard contemporary works of reference 
were discovered a little less than half a century ago 
by the explorers, Speke, Grant, and Sir Samuel Baker. 
The discovery of this particular map showed that the 
sources of the Nile were perfectly well Known at 


the time of the discovery of America, and that ih some 


strange way the knowledge had become lost to the 
geographers and scientists of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, and the sources had to be 4dis- 
covered. afresh in the pineteenth century. 

And now there has been found at Dunrobin castle, 
the Highland home of the duke and duchess of Suther- 
land, a document relating to Mary Queen of Scots, and 
dating from her time, which, had its existence been 
known to that ill fated sovereign, would have pre- 
vented her from contracting that foolish marriage 
with the earl of Bothwell, which may be said to have 
been the origin of all her troubles and the cause of her 
downfall. The document in question, which has lain 
for more than three hundred years hidden, away in 
the charter room of Dunrobin castle, is the dispensea- 
tion granted by the pope of the day, dated from the 
vatican, enabling Lady Jane Gordon to marry her 
first cousin, the earl of Bothwell. 

When Bothwell afterward wanted to marry Mary 
Queen of Scots he secured a dissolution ot his mar- 
riage with his wife, Lady Jane Gordon, on the ground 
that, since they were first cousins, their union had 
been contrary to canon law, being careful to avoid 
any mention of the fact that a papal dispensation had 
been granted sanctioning the marriage, which was, 
therefore, wholly legal in the eyes of the church and 
of the law of the land. 

Jane, Lady Bothwell, likewise seems to have re- 
frained from making any mention of the existence of 
the dispensation, of which she must have known. Per- 
haps she was terrorized into silence by her incredibly 
brutal and blackguardly husband. Perhaps, too, she 
may have been glad to avall herself of the chance of- 
fered to get rid of him. At any rate, nothing was 
said of the dispensation, and the marriage of Both- 
well to Queen Mary took place. Nor is it until now, 
after all these years, that the document in its original 
form has been discovered—a document which, while 
establishing the legality of Bothwell’s marriage to 
Lady Jane Gordon, deprives of all validity his union 
with Queen Mary, who would certainly never have con- 
ceded to him her hand had she known that he was not 
free to wed,

It was a short trip from the rall- 
way station to the courthouse, and as soon as 
Justice Mills convened court he asked if 
there were any special motions. At this Mr. 
Taft arose and said: 

I desire to present to your honor a motion 
you already have read. It is the report of the 
referee, and I ask that it be confirmed.“ 


No Objection by Astor Counsel. 

To this Justice Mills responded: 

I have read the report of the referee and 
have noted that it confirme his findings. 
Therefore I will sign a judgment i6 there are 
no objections.’ 

At this Mr. Ledyard arose and said there 
was no objection to be raised wy his client. 

Following Mr. Ledyard Mr. Taft said: 

“I wish to call the attention of the court

The police began today a search for a 
woman who was said to have called High- 
shew up on the telephone habitually at the 
Dodge Manufacturing company, where he 
was employed. They failed to obtain any 
clew as to the identity of this mysterious 
woman. The superintendent at the shops 
recalled that Highshew frequently had been 
— to the telephone to answer a woman's 
voice, 


Went With Policeman’s Wife. 

Investigation of the murdered man's past 
social life revealed that he frequently at- 
tended public and private dances unaccom- 
panied by his wife. He usually went in a 
small clique, which included Mr. and Mrs. 
John Jarret and Mr. and Mrs. Chester 
Haynes. Jarret isa patrolman and a brother 
of Chief of Police B. F. Jarret. Because of 
his duties on thenight shift he did not always 
attend the dances with his wife, 

The chief of police had a long conference 
today with his brother's wife. She appeared 
wearing a long black veil. The chief re- 
fused to divulge the information she fur- 
nished him. Edward Helper also was ques- 
tioned again. 

When Sheriff Kerr learned that the police 
were accomplishing nothing in the solution 
of the murder mystery and that Highshew 
had been a frequenter of the dances, unac- 
companied by his wife. he declared his inten- 
tion of taking a hand in the Investigation, 


Sheriff Never Notified. 

“TY never have had any notice from the 
police that a murder had been committed,” 
he said. ‘‘ I supposed until today they were 
taking care of it all right. I had read about 
it in the newspapers and wondered why I 
was not notified. I will get to Mishawaka 
as sooh as possible and do what I can in the 
case. 

„It is as much the sheriff's case as mine.“ 
said Chief Jarret tonight, when asked why 
the sheriff had not been notified, It hap- 
pened outside the city limits. I have done 
and will continue to do all in my power to 
find the guilty man. I am willing to assist 
the sheriff in any way possible.” 

The chief refused to give up the theory 
that Highshew was the victim of an irate 
husband, but said it was possible that rob- 
bery might have been the motive for the 
murder, although the murdered man’s money 
and personal effects were not taken. He 
declared he had not sufficient evidence to 
cause the arrest of any person.

Bastern demand for prime beeves was less urgent 
than on big market days last week, but this failed 
to depress the trade as the supply of prime finished 
steers was the smaliest here on the opening day of 
the week in a long time. 

Export demand for cattle was quiet. The Farm- 
ers and Drovers’ Journal's British cablegram quot- 
ed American beeves at Liverpool e lower than a 
week ago, but ec higher than on last Wednesday, 
with sales at IIe. At London sales were at 14%0 
and the market was rm. 

Demand for hogs was the broadest noted in a 
long time and all grades of hogs and pigs met with 
equal popularity. The quality of the offerings was 
uniformly good and the general price range web 
the narrowest quoted in many weeks. 

Roy Guy, calf buyer for Swift & Co., who has 
just returned from a trip around the western mar- 
kets, said that many good western range calves 
were being marketed at the princtpal river pointe. 

Armour & Co.'s hog buyers again took the lead 
in the hog market and amessed a drove of 6.800 
hogs. They bought good packing grades and their 
total drove cost an average price of $8.00,
